JOHN CHANCELLOR: IN PARIS TODAY AT A MEETING OF FOREIGN 
MINISTERS, SECRETARY OF STATE VANCE SAID THE UNITED STATES

WASHINGTON. SEVERAL THIRD WORLD DIPLOMATS SAY THE

ON SOME OTHER CONFERENCES, SPECIFICALLY THE OPEC CONFER- 
ENCE COMING UP IN JULY. IF OPEC BELIEVES THE INDUSTRIAL 
NATIONS HAVE BEEN GENEROUS AND SINCERE IN THEIR EFFORTS 
TOWARD THE THIRD WORLD, THEY MIGHT BE LESS INCLINED 
UNCLASSIFIED 
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TO RAISE OIL PRICES THEN. OR, SO IT IS HOPED. 

KEN FREED ON ABC RADIO 

SECRETARY OF STATE VANCE PRODUCED PLANS FOR CLOSING THE 
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ECONOMIC GAP BETWEEN THE WORLD S RICH AND POOR COUNTRIES. 
THE SECRETARY TOLD THE OPENING SESSION OF THE CONFERENCE 
ON INTERNATIONAL COOPERATION THAT THE UNITED STATES 
WOULD OFFER LIMITED ADDITIONAL AID TO THE UNDERDEVELOPED 
WORLD. AND WOULD TRY TO HELP TO STABILIZE THE PRICE 
OF COMMODITIES. BUT HE ADDED THERE WAS NEED FOR THE 
WORK TO CONTINUE, THAT THE ISSUES COULDN'T BE SOLVED IN 
JUST THREE DAYS IN PARIS. REPRESENTATIVES OF THE UNDER- 
DEVELOPED NATIONS AT THE CONFERENCE WERE SCHEDULED TO 
REACT TO VANCE LATER ON. BUT IT WAS CLEAR THEY DID NOT 
LIKE THE US APPROACH. AN ALGERIAN REPRESENTATIVE TOLD 
THE ASSOCIATED PRESS THAT HE HAD HEARD NOTHING NEW 
FROM VANCE, AND HE INDICATED THAT THE CONFERENCE WOULD 
END IN FAILURE IF IT CONTINUED AT ITS PRESENT RATE.
